Most of all it takes 
planning to develop discipline and 
control. It requires everyone to 
be on the job. It takes training 
and training, so that action be- 
comes automatic. 

‘Tf civilian defense does 
work,” Capt. Latimer 
with great emphasis, “we may 
lose the war—this one and the 
next one, too. Therefore, the bet- 
ter job we do perfecting civilian 
defense, the less likely it is we 
will have to use it. If we are well 
prepared . to. protect ourselves 
against bombing, the enemy prob- 
ably will not be nearly so likely 
to try it,” he concluded. 

GOOD INSURANCE 

Major Lassells, in concluding 
said: “Many peo- 
ple say ‘Civilian defense costs 
money; what will we do with it 
when the war is over’ The army 
might answer: ‘Well, we will have 
cannon and machine guns left; 
what shall we do with these?’ It 
is all like having automobile in- 
surance and no wreck.

PLASMA DISCUSSED 


An explanation of the volunteer , ' 
nurse aides and hospital service | 
plan and an enlightening discus- 
sion of the value and uses of blood | 
plasma held the attention of the 
unusually large number of wo- 
men who gathered Monday after- 
noon in the hospital library for the 
January meeting of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary of San Antonio Com- 
munity hospital. 

Mrs. John H. Hooval, Auxiliary 
president, conducted the meeting 
and explained the details of the 
plan adopted by the hospital to 
insure sufficient help to operate 
efficiently in time of any major 
disaster, resulting either from the 





disease epidemic. 

Sponsored by the hospital and 
taught by physicians and nurses, 
a class for volunteer nurse aides 
will be conducted at Chaffey for 
those who could be available in 





The hospital also is endeavor- 
ing to list all women who would | 
be able to assist in the dietary 
kitchen, in the linen room and the 
laundry, and to help with the tray 
serving. 


These volunteer services are | 
needed, Mrs. Hooval pointed out, 
because a number of West End | 
nurses and hospital employes 
have gone into the armed services | 
and because of the increased pos- 
sibility of emergencies arising. 

Dr. A. A. Aita, hospital sup- 


erintendent, also spoke briefly con- 
cerning the volunteer service 
plan. 

Presented by Dr. Aita, the af- 
ternoon speaker, Lieut. Richard | 
W. Cragg of the U. S. naval med- 
ical corps, gave statistics to show 
the almost startling results be- 
ing obtained by the use of 
blood plasma in treating wound- 
ed men in the present war. The 
lives of many men are being sav- | 
ed, he pointed out, because thous- 
ands of civilians, the “soldiers on 
the home front, have given their 
blood to accumulate a vast sup- 


served and shipped to any battle- 


The giving of a reasonably | 
amount of blood by a normal man 
or woman does not injure the 
donor, Lieutenant Cragg stated in | 
urging all healthy adults to keep 
an ever increasing supply flowing 
into the blood plasma banks. 

Lieutenant Cragg, formerly on 
the staff of the Mayo clinic in 
Rochester, Minn., is now station- 
ed at the Norco naval hospital.

FBI Director Edgar G. Hoover 
reposts since January 8, 1942, 
that the FBI has searched the 
premises of more than 8,000 Ger- 
man, Italian and Japanese nation- 
als and has apprehended approx- 
imately 2,400 for possession of 
contraband materials. 

Among the articles seized by 
the FBI in making “spot checks” 
of alien enemy residences were 
1,500 guns; 156,770 rounds of am-
